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Wayne Co. extends time 
for flood paperwork 
until 8 a.m. Friday 


Wayne County has extended the time for 
people who had flood damage during last 
week’s heavy rainfall to turn in preliminary 
paperwork. 

Local municipalities will be accepting the 
paperwork until 8 a.m. on Friday, May 10, 
said Dan Selman, executive assistant at Van 
Buren Township. He said the township’s 
offices open at 7:30 a.m. on week days. 

He said the paperwork is on the VBT 
website and available at the township hall. 

Last Friday, municipalities were alerted 
at about 4:30 p.m. that people had until 10 
a.m. Monday to turn in preliminary reports 
on their flood damage. Many people said 
they did not hear of this until it was too late 
to turn it in. 

The City of Belleville reported just 
two people turned in paperwork by the 
deadline. 

Flood damage to farms, mobile home 
parks, businesses, and homes can be

Flooding in VBT closes roads, fills houses with water

The two to three inches of rain that fell on 
the tri-community early May 1 left some 
roadways flooded and filled two houses on 
McBride Avenue in Van Buren Township 
with water. 

VBT police sent out flooding alerts, 
warning motorists to avoid Belleville Road 
between Van Born and Michigan Avenue, 
Beck Road between Ecorse and Van Born, 
and southbound Haggerty at Ecorse. 

Carleton West Road between Wear and 
Willow was closed in Sumpter Township 
because of heavy flooding over the road. 

Anthony Debias at 46796 McBride, 
across the new roadway from McBride 
Middle School, had a crawl space full of 
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water, three feet of water in his garage 
with a new car and a classic vehicle, and 
a foot of water in the lower level of his tri- 
level, ruining a couch and TV among other 
things. 

He said water was coming in the screen 
door. 

And, his next-door neighbor had water in 
his house, as well. 

Debias estimates $20,000 to $30,000 
worth of damage for him. He said his 
homeowners’ insurance won’t cover his 
flood loss, but his insurance carrier is 
working to get him possible assistance 
from the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA). 

He said last summer when construction 
crews were upgrading and _ asphalting 
McBride, workers covered the culverts 
between him and his neighbor. He said 
he told the workers, but they went ahead 
anyway. And, that’s where the flood is. 

He said the water is coming from the 
northwest through his back yard. 

The drains are business of Wayne County, 


he said, and they weren’t responding 
to his calls that morning, so he called 
the township. Debias said three to four

Disbarred Belleville attorney White may be released from prison

Thomas Andrew White, 51, the disbarred 
Belleville attorney who was sentenced to 
5-20 years in prison in 2015 for stealing 
money from his clients, has been resentenced 
and may soon be free. 

The Michigan Parole Board said Friday 
that he had a parole hearing in April and 
the board has yet to make a decision. Local 
victims said they had not been alerted to 
White’s parole hearing and would have been 
present had they known it was taking place. 

It was unclear whether White met with 
one or more than one member of the parole 
board, but he was convinced he would be 
released fairly quickly. 

Defense attorney James Murray said 
he agreed to appeal White’s case since 
White had been mischarged. He said the 
racketeering conviction was defective, 
legally and practically, and the prosecutor 
agreed. 

Murray convinced Wayne County Circuit 
Court Judge Margaret Van Houten to dismiss 
the most serious of the 20 charges against 
White: MCL 750.1591, racketeering activity. 

Murray said racketeering is impossible 
for a person working alone, which White 
was. He said the Wayne County Prosecutor 
agreed. 

Murray had leased space from White at 
his Main Street office across from city hall 
where White had been for 20 years. Murray 
said they ran separate law firms and he 
did not know what White was doing in his 
practice. When White asked him to handle 
his appeal, he agreed. 

On March 21, Judge Van Houten 
resentenced White on his other charges 
to time served. That amounted to 3 years 
and 98 days (1,453 credit days). He pled 
nolo contendere as he did in 2015. On the 
MDOC website, his earliest release date was 
changed to 12/28/18. 

His previous costs and fees assessed 
remained in effect at $1,234,329. 

Murray said it was unclear when White 
would be released. 

Retired Wayne County Circuit Court Judge 
Dalton A. Roberson, who was on temporary 
duty with the court, was filling in for Judge 
Van Houten on April 10, 2015 when White 
was originally sentenced. Judge Van Houten 
was recovering from surgery. 

Judge Roberson also ordered White to 
pay restitution of more than $1.1 million 
to 14 victims, whose names were read by 
Assistant Prosecutor Trisha Gerard during 
the proceedings. It was noted by those in the 
courtroom that there should be 25 names on 
the list since money White embezzled from 
several estates affected those who were due 
to inherit the money. 

Prosecutor Gerard said the sentence for 
White’s first file was five to 20 years , referring 
to the five charges of uttering and publishing, 
larceny by conversion, embezzlement by an 


agent or trustee, and two charges of identity 
theft that took $73,800 from the Jordan 
family in Belleville. 

Those five charges were filed Sept. 6, 2013, 
just before the statute of limitations was 
reached for the crime that took place Sept. 
14, 2007. i | 

The 15 other felonies 
were filed Dec. 18, 
2013 and the two cases 
were consolidated 
and ran through the 
system together with 
innumerable delays. 

At the sentencing in 
2015, three attorneys 
spoke for their clients. Jeffrey M. Frank 
of Alber Crafton Attorneys said his firm 
represents Western Surety Company and 
two of White’s victims had their estate 
money insured by that firm. He said White 
put the money in his account and “stole it 
within weeks.” 

He said White left both victims with 
substantial attorney fees. 

“We listened to lies after lies,” Frank said. 
He said Charlotte Devine lost $97,000 and 
her son got zero inheritance money. White 
put $129,000 of the Low’s money into his 
client account and ultimately stole it, Frank 
said. 

He said not only did they lose the money, 
but now they are obliged to repay the 
insurance company. 

“Tt was a calculated scheme that lasted 
for years,” Frank said, adding that White 
took his family on a vacation to Alaska and 
has been seen around town dining out and 
paying the check for large family groups. 

“This is why attorneys have a bad name,” 
Frank said, referring to White’s actions. 
He asked Judge Roberson to impose the 
maximum sentence. 

Attorney Aaron Silvenis, who grew up 
in Belleville and now is an attorney with 
Cohen, Lerner, Rabinowitz, said his law firm 
represents the Gallaway family whose entire 
inheritance in excess of $300,000 was stolen 
by Thomas White. 

“For reasons that my clients do not 
understand, the prosecutor’s office did not 
include their claims as part of the criminal 
proceedings even though it was the Gallaway 
family that was responsible for uncovering 
the misconduct of Thomas White,” Silvenis 
said, noting he also represents a host of other 
victims whose monies have been stolen by 
White and whose lives have been torn apart 
by his conduct. 

“When a thief who is not an attorney is 
caught stealing from someone or robbing 
a store, they get a lengthy term to serve,” 
Silvenis said. “Here, Mr. White has stolen 
millions and destroyed lives that will 
never recover. His crimes far outweigh the 
amounts taken in a dollar store robbery or a 
larceny from a person’s home. 

“Tn the case of one of my clients, the money

Former attorney Thomas White filed 
a Motion for Relief from Judgment 
pursuant to Michigan Court Rule 6.500 
and the Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office 
stipulated it presented several issues of legal 
merit related to his Nov. 3, 2014 plea and 
convictions. 

The 2014 pleas entered in the Wayne 
County Circuit Court were legally 
“defective” as Mr. White was not advised 
of the statutory maximum penalties for each 
charge. Additionally, the CCE (Conducting 
a Criminal Enterprise) charge was vacated 
and dismissed because there was no factual 
basis for that charge. 


that she had relied on from her house closing 
and which was to pay for her assisted living 
obligations were taken from her, leaving her 
penniless and without the means to pay for 
her assisted living,” Silvenis said. 

“All of the victims here understand that by 
putting Mr. White in prison, they will stand to 
receive nothing financially from him unless 
funds can be located,” Silvenis continued. 
“While they have not given up the hope that 
someday the missing funds will be located 
and accounted for, they have come to the 
realization that their only relief will come 
from the knowledge that Mr. White pays for 
his crime by long-term incarceration. 

“This isn’t a matter of revenge. It is a 
matter of fairness. If Mr. White had any 
intention of being forthcoming, he would 
have revealed his finances long ago and he 
would have stopped his binge at the victims’ 
expense,” Silvenis said. 

Silvenis said White had continued to 
live with his two sons and “conveniently 
divorced his wife,’ although they got 
together weekly for family meals. He rented 
a house and lives just as he had before with 
no real loss to him, Silvenis said. 

“He preyed on average, everyday people,” 
Silvenis continued. “he used his law degree 
as a cloak for his misconduct. He betrayed 
the trust of his office and he betrayed the 
trust of each of the victims as a human being. 

“This Court must hold him to a higher 
degree of culpability than an average layman 
who is a defendant. Mr. White knew the law. 
His knowledge allowed him to manipulate 
these people. Don’t allow him to manipulate 
this Court as it hands down its sentence,” 
Silvenis concluded. 

Attorney John Badeen said he was 
representing Alisa Renier and the estate of 
her mother Eileen Kuchta. The loss was 
$223,000 plus. He said White requested 
the original records “so no one could do the 
math.” 

He read a statement by Renier on the 
dishonest attorney who was a personal friend 
of her father. “We trusted him.” 


In exchange for recognizing the defects, 
the Prosecution and Defendant entered into 
an agreement for a new plea and sentence 
agreement to the original charges without 
Conducting Criminal Enterprise. Mr. White 
voluntarily agreed to revive restitution in 
the amount of $1,234.329 less insurance 
payments made to victims. 

Mr. White has accepted responsibility, and 
continues to express remorse for his actions. 
He hopes one day to be able to publicly 
speak to deter others from going down the 
same road.

Renier said White took advantage of her 
grieving after her mother’s death and her 
confusion over the legalities, since she was 
executor. 

“Mr. White hugged me and took me out to 
lunch,” Renier wrote. She said what White 
did required her to hire two attorneys and 
she’s been using her own retirement funds to 
pay them. She said if restitution is ordered, 
she’ll have to reopen her mother’s estate to 
claim the funds. 

“Shame on him,” she concluded. “Shame, 
shame.” 

Assistant Prosecutor Gerard said of White, 
“He’s the poster child for a bad attorney.” 

She said the small town of Belleville is 
“quite frankly, Mayberry RFD” where 
people know each other on the street and 
trust each other. 

“He took that trust and used it as a weapon 
against them,” Gerard said, adding if there 
was a reason he did what he did, they don’t 
know, other than “flat-out greed.” 

She said that knowing he has to suffer 
in prison the victims finally can close their 
eyes at night and sleep. She called his 
incarceration, “partial justice.” 

Gerard was a new prosecutor assigned to 
the case after the former Assistant Prosecutor 
Daniel Williams left the Prosecutor’s Office 
to go into private practice. 

White had a series of attorneys during the 
original case, ending up with Otis Culpepper, 
who immediately asked Judge Roberson for 
a delay in the sentencing since he was going 
on vacation. 

According to the Michigan Offender 
Tracking Information System, White 
currently is at the Central Michigan 
Correctional Facility in St. Louis, Gratiot 
County, a minimum-security facility with a 
dorm-like setting. 

Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office 
spokesperson Maria Miller referred the 
Independent to the Michigan Department of 
Corrections and the Probation Department, 
for information.

On Tuesday, Sherry Olds announced she 
had been informed the local municipalities 
will be able to accept the forms until 8 a.m. 
on Friday, May 10. It would be a good idea 
to get the paperwork in as soon as possible, 
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she said.

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VBT support of Kalitta 
project needs to wait for 
action by MEDC

At Monday’s meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees, Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara explained that his 
comments on Connie Kalitta’s plans for 
a building project at Willow Run Airport 
came too soon. 

He said the report of his comments in the 
May 2 Belleville-Area Independent were 
absolutely correct, but he spoke too soon. 

He said the Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation is working with 
Kalitta on the project and the township has 
to wait until the state is done before getting 
involved. Supervisor McNamara said the 
budget is not at a set stage yet and Kalitta 
may change his mind. 

McNamara said the township got a 
letter saying, “We need your resolution of 
support to move forward,” but found the 
MEDC has to act first. 

He said the problem is that once a project 
is announced it becomes a subject for a 
Freedom of Information Act request. 

At the April 23 meeting of the VBT 
Downtown Development Authority 
meeting, McNamara said the MEDC gave 
$2 million for the building of a hangar at 
Willow Run that would create 600 jobs 
with the average salary of $38.25 per hour. 

McNamara said at that meeting that the 
township had gone back to the MEDC, 
explaining, “We want to tack on that 20% 
of the new employees be VBT residents 

.. We’ll see how that goes. It should be 
before the board soon.”

Belleville City Council approves Iron Belle Trail route in city

The Iron Belle Trail walking/biking link 
through the city of Belleville was unanimously 
approved by the Belleville City Council at its 
regular meeting on Monday. 

The city route is the link between Van Buren 
Township’s route on the west that comes 
into the city on the Denton Road Bridge and 
the VBT route that picks up at Edgemont 
Street and heads west to the Huron Clinton 
Metropark part of the trail. 

The trail is planned to go through the state 
from Belle Isle in Detroit to Ironwood in the 
Upper Peninsula. The VBT/Belleville part 
of the trail was one of the biggest unplanned 
links. 

At Monday’s meeting, Belleville Downtown 
Development Authority Coordinator Carol 
Thompson introduced Jeff Smith of PEA, 
Inc., civil engineers, who said the trail through 
the city begins at the Denton Road Bridge and 
heads down High Street, turning southeast 
on Church Street and east on W. Columbia 
Avenue. It connects to E. Huron River Drive 
and ends at the “funded section” of Iron Belle 
Trail at Edgemont. 

He said they will be taking advantage 
of existing sidewalks for the walkers and 
creating a “sharrow” street marking for 
the bicyclists, would result in no property 
acquisition in the city. Smith said the right of 
way is large enough to accommodate a path 
until the funded section. 

Roads and sidewalks would be maintained 
by the City of Belleville. 

“We love anything that brings people to our 
city,” Thompson said. 

Smith said private grant money is now 
available for the project, along with federal 
and state funds. They can’t apply for funds 
until the route is proposed. 

He said downtown Belleville has lots of 
things and scored really high. He said they 
came up with the really good route described 
above after studying three other proposed 
routes. 

Smith said the Denton Road Bridge connects 
downtown Belleville to the Van Buren Park 
part of the route. 

He said there is no real pedestrian path on 
the bridge, but when the bridge is rebuilt in 
the future, they will ask the county to include 
a 10’ sidewalk. 

The trail through the city is designated as 
a walking trail, but there will be places for 
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cyclists as well. He said there is not a lot to 
build in the city because it has sidewalks, but 
they will look at walking components, such as 
better crosswalks and handicapped accessible 
upgrades. 

He said they are now moving into 
preliminary engineering. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, the 
council: 

e Approved a gathering of members of 
GreyHounds of Eastern Michigan and their 
leashed dogs from 6 to 10 p.m. Saturday, May 
18, on the Fourth Street Square. The Bayou 
Grill will be providing dinner for the 30-40 
people who are expected. The group is a non- 
profit adoption agency and will be showing 
the dogs hoping to get adoptions. This 
gathering follows events with the greyhounds 
at the Wayne County Fairgrounds. The dogs 
will stay on leashes because they are sight 
hounds and if they see something they go and 
don’t know how to get back, the council was 
told; 

e Discussed using a synthetic roping on 
the posts at Horizon Park, since the natural 
roping tends to deteriorate and break. DPW 
Director Rick Rutherford said there is 1,000 
feet of footage and with the wraps around the 
posts, 1,800 feet is needed. Estimated cost is 
$3,139.20. City Manager Diana Kollmeyer 
said a local resident offered to help pay for 
this and so it wouldn’t be all city dollars. 
Maybe they wouldn’t want wraps. She 
said they are looking for feedback. Council 
members agreed they liked the looks of the 
wrap. Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria suggested 
they get prices for installation so the two- 
man DPW wouldn’t have to be taken away 
from other work. Councilman Jesse Marcotte 
said the funding for this project should be 
partnered with the DDA. Also, the city could 
look into getting more park funds from the 
county. More information will be brought to 
the next meeting on May 20; 

e Was presented with the first draft of the 
budget for fiscal year ending June 30, 2020, 
prepared using estimates and department 
head requests. This budget shows general 
fund expenditures in excess of revenues of 
about $53,000. Also, the general fund is 
supporting the Cemetery Fund with $15,500 
and the Capital Purchase Fund with $33,000. 
The budget does not include the cost of 
seawall repair and council members wants 
that in this budget. The city has not received 
notification of a Headlee rollback so that is

not in the budget and the DDA budget is not 
included since it has not been adopted. The 
council also wants a capital improvement list 
attached. “I have a 30+ year old fire truck 
with maintenance that is a nightmare,” said 
Fire Chief Brian Loranger. The budget, with 
changes, will be brought back to the May 20 
meeting; 

¢ Approved accounts payable of $124,799.79 
and the following purchases in excess of $500: 
to Morton Salt, $9,279.91 for road salt from 
the Streets Fund; to Metro Environmental 
Svc., $1,285 for a sewer main from the Water 
Fund; to Paul and Barbara Denski, $675 for 
grave buyback from the Cemetery Fund; and 
to Wise Technologies, $720 for computers/ 
network from various funds; 

e Heard Rutherford report that they are in 
the process of getting the MDEQ permit for 
the seawall work at Doane’s Landing and 
are waiting for the rolling of the steel for the 
project. “As soon as we’ve got this, they’re 


ready to go,” Rutherford said, adding the 
barge is in the water. He said they will be 
staging in the DPW yard and launched from 
the nearby DNR launch; and 

e Heard Kollmeyer said repairs to the 
Veterans Memorial are being discussed with 
Van Buren Township as a partner. She said the 
cost is estimated at $18,000.
